Important Pension Decision. 


Assistant Secretary Eeynolds, in the 


casn of HarrisoD F. Loeb, of Bucks 
county, Pa., last week made one of the 
most important 
decisions concerning 


pensions rendered under this adminis- 
tration. The boy's father was killed in 
action at the battle of Gettysburg, while 
serving in company II, One Hundred 
and Fifty-first Pennsylvania infantry. 
The minor became 10 years of age, June 
9,1879. On December 9,1891, his claim, 
on account of permanent helplessness, 
was filed under the provisions of the act 
of June 27,1890, and rejected April 11, 
1892, on the ground that he was over ]6 
years of age at the (late of filing the 
claim. 


After the change of administration 


the case was again brought up, with the 
result of the decision at this time, which 
will admit to the roolls the names of a 
large number of insane, idiotic and 
permanently helpless minor children of 
deceased soldiers, where the pensions of 
the former had ceased by the children 
attaining the age of 36 years prior to the 
passage of the act of June 27,1890, the 
decision holding that the act of 1890 has 
the effect of restoring these dependent 
persons to the rolls during lifts or a con- 
tinuance of the disability.

Pension High-Water Mark. 


In the course of an interview between 


ex-Commissioner of Pensions Black 
and a reporter a few days ago, and in 
response to the question, "Have we 
reached the maximum," the following 
took place: 


"I think," replied General Black, 


"that high-water mark has been reached 
in the appropriations for pensions. The 
appropriation for tho next fiscal year is 
in round numbers 414,000,000 less than 
for the current year. I think that from 
this time the decrease in the amount of 
the appropriation will continue steadily. 
After a few years it will, I have no 
doubt, decrease very fast." 


"What will cause this decrease?" 
"The death of the old soldiers; the re- 


marriage of the widows; and the fact 
that so many of the soldiers' children 
will reach the age of sixteen, the age at 
which the pension to the minor children 
ceases." 


•'Do you think that within the next 


decade the appropriation will drop to 
4100,000,000 a year ?" 


"I cannot tell. That is purely a mat- 


ter of conjecture. The appropriation for 
the next year is, if I remember aright, 
about $151,000,000. It is never likely to 
go above that, but, as I have said, de- 
crease steadily from this time." 


"Have a Democratic Congress and a 


Democratic Administration shown them- 
selves as favorable to pension legisla- 
tion as the Republicans have ?" 


"Fully as much so. Judging from the 


record, we have shown ourselves to be 
more in sympathy with the old soldiers. 
In sixteen years the Democratic House 
voted the pensioners nearly 31,000,000,- 
000, as against $070,000,000 voted by Re- 
publican Houses in eighteen years." 


"We are not likely to have any more 


pension legislation, are we ?" 


"I think we are. The present law con- 


tains a number of unenualities and in- 
consistencies that should be straighten- 
ed out. 
Some legislation upon this 
subject is badly needed." 


The most interesting acquaintance I 


have made in the West is the Old Settler, 
He is observant, has traveled a great 
deal and his experiences have been novel 
and amusing. It was he who first told 
me about the American gypsies. He 
says ha has found them all over our 
country, but especially in Teyas, New 
Mexico and Arizona. They are Ameri- 
cans, sometimes intelligent ones, who 
have no settled home but are forever 
wandering. They have learned to live 
in a tent or under a wagon sheet and 
their children have never known what it 
is to have a roof over their heads, as 
their parents, having earned a little 
money at some point, use it in drifting 
along, passing their winters in the warm 
valleys and summers in the mountain 
towns. With no rent to pay a cd no fuel 
to buy, their expenses are light. The 
team and wagon, with the dogs follow- 
ing, is their method of travel and the 
wayside camp is their home. 


The city of Pbumix is dotted in the 


out-skirts with the white tents of the 
American gypsies who, like wild bhds 
on the wing, at the first heat of summer 
will drift away further north. They 
claim they make these moves on account 
of health or to find work; but one can 
read the real reason in their restless eyes 
—it is the love of change which once im- 
planted in a human being never leaves 
him, but drives him on, forever dissatis- 
fied. A visit to one of the camps recent- 
ly revealed the husband and father re- 
clining under a tree smoking, while his 
wife, on an open fire, prepared the din- 
ner of fried quail aud biscuits cooked in 
a bake-oven. She had the coffee mill 
fastened to a tree, and in the crotch of 
another tree a shelf had been set on 
which were placed the water-pail and 
drinking cup. The other arrangements 
of the camp were equally primitive. 
These people were hospitable and cordial 
to us, but seemed so lacking in energy 
and ambition that one longed to shake 
them in behalf of the poor children who 
played in the dirt near, brown as Indians 
aud Hildas deer. 


some interest hi a ranch here. I saw 
Alfred Hatton yesterday. He looks as 
I remember Ms mother did. The uncle 
told me his nephew is quite bright in one 
way, being something of a writer. How 
look here. I could give him some facts 
which he might use for a romance. But 
I won't. The knowledge might not be 
pleasing to the pride of Alfred or his 
uncle. You know Perna, the half-breed 
Pima girl at the Indian school't Yes, 
she's beautiful, I'll admit. Then there's 
old Arketah, her father. He's not quite 
so charming. 


"Ferna's mother was a white woman. 


I have been talking to Arketah a good 
deal lately and made him a few presents. 
He claims that his white wife was found 
by an Indian hunting party, tied to a 
tree and unable to move. He rescued 
her and she clung to him, so he married 
her. But she never spoke a word at any 
time to the Indians, although some of 
them understood a little .English, and 
from what he says I believe her mind 
was under a cloud. I suppose from 
fright, since Arkelah thinks she was 
stolen by Apaches and left tied until 
they got ready to come back for her. 
The Pimas, you know, were friendly at 
that time to the whites. As the woman 
did not express the desiie to go back to 
to her own people, Arketah never made 
any effort to find out who she was. She 
seemed satisfied to remain with them 
and, you know, the Indians ITB supersti- 
tious about insane people and treat them 
especially well. I have a theory that 
this woman was Hatton's lost wife and 
I have many reasons for believing it. 
She died when Ferna "-as quite small. 
Arketah had never heard of Mrs. Hat- 
ton's disappearance. Those were wild 
days in the Territory and the event re- 
ceived little attention and was soon for- 
gotten. There is one piece of evidence 
that is strong and that is the resemblance

VICE PEESIDENT STEVENSON SENDS TO 


KOSSDTH'S FAMILY THE ACTION 


OF THE SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, Mar. 27.—In accord- 


ance with a resolution passed by the 
Senate, Vice President Stevenson to- 
day forwarded by mail the following to 
the family of the late Hungarian patriot 
Kosauth, at Turin, Italy: 


"To the family of Louis Kossuth: I 


nave the honor to send you a copy of a 
resolution adopted by the Senate of the 
United States, March 22,1804. In obedi- 
ence to the desire of the Senate, I here- 
by tender to you its respectful condo- 
lence for the great loss you, in common 
with the whole world, have sustained in 
the death of this illustrious patriot and 
lover of liberty. 


"The people" of the United States still 


remember his visit in 1851. The pro- 
found affection and respect with which 
he inspired them still abide in their 
hearts. Though a citizen of a foreign 
and distant land, he spoke our language 
as if it were bis native tongue. His con- 
summate eloquence made a great and 
permanent addition to the treasures of 
onr literature. 
We are glad to bear wit 


ness that to the cause of constitutional 
liberty—his cause and our cause—he re- 
mained faithful unto the end.

"A. E. STEVENSON, 
'Vice President, the United States."

Speed of the Earth's Journey. 


The earth does not travel at the same 


rate all through its journey. Its orbit 
being elliptical, it must at some time ap- 
proach nearer to the sun than at others, 
and will take less time in moving through 
one part of its path than through anoth- 
er. In. winter the earth is nearer the sun 
than iniiimmerand moves through space 
more rapidly. On January 1 the earth is 
about 3,000,000 miles nearer the sun than 
it is on July 1, and, as the velocity of a 
planet increases with its nearness to the 
sun, the earth passes over one-half of its 
orbit in less time than over the other 
half. Between the vernal equinox, which 
happens on March 21, and the autumnal 
equinox, which falls on September 23, 
the earth is ISO days in accomplishing 
that half of her journey round the sun, 
while the other half occupies only 179 
days. It has been said that, owing to 
the friction caused by the tides and other 
reasons, the earth is moving more slowly 
than it used to do, and that the days are 
consequently lengthening; but as this is 
only to the extent ot half a second in a 
century, it \\ill be a long time before 
there will be any apparent difference.— 
ISronklyn E'aylt.

The Housekeeping Puzzle. 


A Chicago man thinks he has hit upon 


a plan to solve the housekeeping puzzle, 
whereby a man and his wife may live on 
$-30 a month, not only in comfort, but in 
comparative luxury. His solution of the 
problem consists in the erectiong of co- 
operative compartment houses that will 
accommodate as many as 200 families 
under one roof, or a series of roofs that 
belong to a single establishment. He 
estimates that such a building will oc- 
cupya half square and be five stories 
high, consisting of 120 apartments of 
three rooms each; twelve of four rooms; 
44 of five rooms, and 24 of six rooms 
each. Mr. Cox, who is the author of 
this solution of the housekeeping puzzle, 
in further outlining his plan says that 
he can "offer a suite of three rooms and 
board for a man and his wife at the' 
dining saloon for $35 a mouth." 
He 


outlines other items of expense, as for 
instance laundry at $1.40 a month; a 
barter to shave for 5 cents and hair cut 
10 cents. It even extends to a physician, 
the reduction in expense' resting on the 
co-operative plan, alone. If this could 
be carried out it would seem that there 
might be large reduction in housekeep- 
ing expenses 
In the near future some 


relief must come, for the expenses of 
housekeeping are on the increase. In 
Europe there is a method akin to this 
in their practice of living on flats, each 
story accomodating a famil), which con- 
siderably reduces expenses. If house- 
keepers would set about the matter in 
real earnest, they could reduce the cost 
of living without resorting to the co- 
operative, apartment plan; but then 
American's will not economize until 
absolute necessity compels them. The 
single dwelling is the real way to live 
and bring up a family, and the correct 
foundation of home life, and will always 
stand as a protest against the the aggre- 
gation of families under one roof.

South Carolina's Tronble Over. 


The State of South Carolina has never 


been in such a condition of nnrest since re- 
construction times as is now occasioned by 
tbe Tillmsm Dispensary law. This measure, 
more generally known in South Carolina as 
tbe Evans Dispensary law, went into effect 
on July 1, 1893, having been passed by the 
previous Legislature. It provides that the 
State shall have a perfect monopoly oi the 
liquor business. Upon application by a 
majority o! the freeholders of any town the 
Connty Board of Control for that connty 
shall, in its discretion, order the establish- 
ment of a dispensary at that place. 


It appears that the law was being evaded 


in almost all sections of the state by the sale 
ol liquor, by private parties. Tronble arose 
beween tbe spies sent ont hy the Govern- 
ment and tbe citizens, to whom the measure 
was obnoxious.

TWELVE ACHES SETTLIC. — Scranton, 


April 8.—Residents in the northerly portion 
ot this city were greatly startled during last 
night by a rumble and qnake of the earth 
that resembled an earthqnake and when they 
arose from their beds this morning, they 
were startled to discover that there were 
huge cracks in the surface near their homes.

The regular meeting of Council, Tuesday 


evening, was attended by all the members, 
President Tipton in the chair. 


Dr. Dickson, Secretary of the Board of 


Health, appeared and reported the action of 
the Board in reference to certain changes in 
the health ordinances as adopted last Decem- 
ber, and oftered amendments to Sections 32, 
48 and 49, all of which ore given in our ad- 
vertising columns. The matter cf bonds 
lor the Health Officer and Secretary and 
Treasurer, the latter being combined, was 
discussed, as also the amoont of the appro- 
priation to be made by Council to carry on 
the work of Ihe Board, $250 being the esti- 
mate. Pending several changes in the re- 
port the matter was held over for a special 
meeting of Council to beheld in the near 
future. 


Burgess R. E. Wible reported receipts 


from permits during March at $1 50. 


On motion of Mr. Wolf the tax books of 


Collectors Wolf and Miller, prior to Mr. 
Frock, were directed to be turned over to 
Justice Hill for collection. 


The bond ol Borough Treasurer Garlach 


was handed to the Secretary to be properly 
filled up and executed. 


Mr. Stine moved that the tax rate remain 


as it was last year—5 mills for Borough pur- 
poses and IJ mills special tax for redemption 
of bond. 


Mr. Wolf was desirous of keeping down 


the taxes, but was afraid the amount raised 
would not reach. The expenses last year 
were over $7,000 and receipts from all sum- 
mons less than $8,000. 


Mr. Stoner preferred no change in the 


rate, but, referring to the increased expense 
of electric light, could not see how the Coun- 
cil could come out without more revenue. 


Mr. Meals called attention to the large 


amonnt of taxes standing on the books 
which he thonght should 
be collected 


promptly, thereby relieving the treasury. 
He contended that the Electric Railway 
shonld be taxed and said to-night was none 
top soon to take steps in that direction. 
His proposition was that a tax of $2.00 be 
pot on each car for every day they run. 


Mr. Rupp said he was not opposed to the

A Freak of N&tor*.

PEOPLE will continue to eat beef, 


pork, mutton, etc., and there ia no dan- 
ger of the demand ceasing. Put a first- 
class quality on the market, and it will 
bring the top market price. 


A'EXBEsrAs are eaeily started either in 


the house or out of doors, require rich 
mellow soil and plenty of sunshine and 
moisture. They give an abundance of 
bioom and amply repay one for the care 
bestowed on them. 


IT is said that if A team is inclined 


to pull unevenly the trouble may be 
remedied by unhitching the inside traces 
and crossing them, so as to have the 
same horse attached to the same end of 
each singletree. 


OXE of the secrets of large yields of 


berries is to have plants with plenty of 
vitality to start with. 


KAIXIT, crude sulphate of potash, is 


nearly as cheap as plaster, but more 
soluble, and for that reason it may be 
advantageously used to prevent the loss 
of ammonia, by sprinkling it over the 
manure when working up the heap. It 
is also excellent with absorbent material 
that may be used for preserving the 
liquids.

XOTHIJSTG is gained by planting seed 


in cold ground. Even if the plants come 
up they will be sickly, and make no 
progress, if the seed is planted before 
the soil is warm. Under proper condi- 
tions the seed that is planted in warm 
soil will germinate immediately, and 
the young plants overtake those of the 
early planting. 


PREVENTIVES for flies Bill Mever 


cease, but a most simple one, that is 
warranted to be very effective, is the 
presence of sweet clover in the room. 
This plant is abhorrent to Hies, but it is 
also very objectionable to those who 
have hay fever. 


STVHETBKIER is one of the most de- 


lightful of our more common plants 
with which to decorate sitting rooms, 
for its fragrance, though very sweet, is 
not liable to effect one seriously. The 
leaves, also, are excellent to fill in pil- 
lows, like balsam. 


A WRITER in the last American Ayri- 


ailt'irist tells the result of spraying in 
h a apple orchard. On five rows sprayed 
but once he got 75 per cent, of perfect 
fruit, while on the remaining part of 
tte orchard, which he sprayed twice, he 
got 90 per cent. He used paris green, 
one pouud to 160 gallons of water. The 
first spraying was made when the apples 
were not larger than peas, the next 
about a week later.

THEKE is usually in each litter of 


pigs one that is much smaller when born 
than the others. This is usually called 
the runt. The fact of its inferior size 
usually indicates some defect in its di- 
gestive apparatus that all through its 
life will make it return less for food 
consumed than would the same food 
given to more thrifty animals. The first 
loss of the runt is, therefore, continued 
increasingly through its life. Occasion- 
ally skillful feeding will get some profit 
out of a runt pig, but generally the best 
way is to kill it at once and give the 
remainder of the litter so much better 
chance. 
— 


THE farmer who buys what he can 


produce at home (and many of them do 
so) suffers a loss, as he should take ad- 
vantage of the home market and thus 
get a better price for his labor. The 
best way to keep expenses down is to 
aim to grow a full supply of all that 
is neeJed for the family, if possible, and 
the profit will be greater. Luxuries can 
be had with a garden and small fruits. 


To purchase fertilizers and lose the 


liquid manure is to allow a leak in the 
plant food. Fertilizers will always prove 
beneficial, but the first duty is to save 
all materials that will add to the ma- 
nure pile. When.the liquid is lost, by 
not using a sufficiency of absorbents, 
the most valuable portion of the manure 
will have gone with it, as the liquids 
contain a larger proportion of nitrogen 
than the solids, and they can easily be 
sav.3d with as little labor as is required 
to the solids. 


THESE is a very good, old-fashioned 


method of sweeping carpets with a 
broom wet with salt water. It is the 
best way yet known to brighten the 
colors of the carpet and thoroughly re- 
move the layer of dust that always set- 
tles back after the heavy sweeping is 
over.

A GOOD way to remove paint that has

This may be assured by a proper 
rotation of crops.

VEKT simple but little-known 


method of keeping ice is to draw a piece 
of thick flannel tightly over some deep 
vessel, like a bowl, for instance, and 
fastea it there. The ice is placed on top 
of this drumhead and covered lightly by 
auother piece of flannel. In this con- 
dition, the ice keeps cold, and even 
freezes to the flannel. Thus a small 
piece of ice can be kept near a patient 
all night, so as to avert many weary 
marches up and down stairs to the re- 
frigerator. To break the ice a sharp 
needle or hat pin is the best thing. 
Force it in and you will be astonished to 
see how easily it will divide the ice. 


FARMERS must organize their help 


thoroughly and so systematize their work 
that no appreciable loss of time will ensue 
from sudden changes of program. In 
bad weather, keep your men busy if pos- 
sible at some indoor occupation, or else 
see that they are well protected from the 
cold and rain and all other ultimately 
energy-destroying influences, in case it is 
best to subject them to exposure. So 
also with the teams. Remember the 
men and teams are the motiye power— 
the locomotives of farm life. It is poor 
business to allow the motive power to 
become disorganized and rusty from <jis- 
use. It is quite a custom for farm help 
in some places to quit work at noon Sat- 
urday and "go to town." It takes only 
one week for mine to discover that they 
come nearer going to town at noon on 
any other day of the week rather than 
Saturday, for I deem it a kind of moral
